Protection Diminished But Two 
Per Cent, by fhe Pres- 
ent Tariif. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Olluwn, May 2. — The budget stato- 
nieiit this year was not awaited with 
luteuse iutcJX't^t, anil no one expeuled 
any disclosures or tariff changes of im- 
portance. Tlie house was fairly well 
lilled and the I'ront ueats in tlie gallery 
were occupied wlieu the FinnucL' Miiiis- 
ler took Uio lloor urnid applause from 
the ministerial benched. 

Mr. Fielding said he was called ui)on 
to review the most pro.sperous period 
yet seen in the history of Canada. (.Jen 
oral activity the business world over had 
to be auknowledged, but the tariff policy 
adopted )jy this government was a con- 
tributing cause to this i>rosperity. . The 
revenue for tlic year he estimatell to bo 
.';!J;U,U3:^,0UU. The expenditures: he esti- 
mated would be, $i2,02ti,000,\ leaving a 
surplus of $4,000,000. (Llong continued 
goverunient. > cheers). Notwithstanding 
the -surplus, , there TVOuJd, be a net addi 
tion Of $1,700,000. to the -debt,. after 
lowing for the increase, in sinking fund 
assets. (Long continued opposition 
laughter), 

I'assing to the liscal year beginning next 
.hily, Mr. Fielding stated that the esti- 
mated iucrcasi} of e.vpcndituro over this 
year was ,f.j(j;5,UU0, and it was expected 
the revenue would be as large as this 
year. 

'J-lie government had floated no loans 
Uii*; year, but had on two. occasions dis- 
couuled treasury notes ;;foEihalf a inil- 
lioii puund.s sterling. Interest was paid 
at 31.1. per cent. 

Mailing Yukon Pay. 

Speaking of I'ukon linanccs, Mr, 
Fielding explained that last year iliis 
tUstrict; Co'st-aBput $700,000 and yielded 
to the ■ rovcniio about double that 
amount. • During the ten months of 
this year, the Yukon cost ,'i;l,l-10,0U0 and 
had yielded JjSTUu.OOO, but the Finance 
aiiuistur expected that there would be 
no deficit by the time the year is out, as 
the royalties on Inst -winter's operations 
will llieii be collected. 

Prcferenliol Trade. 

Passing on to tlie discu.ssion of the 
operation of preferential trade, Mr. 
Fieliliug stated that lu^ hoped to find 
some more increase in Wi.-st Indian trade 
l)y virtui! of tliu concessions made to 
British islands. lie remarl;ed, how- 
ever, that concessions made by the 
United Stales to cane sugar as against 
beet sugar, which is (Miual to that made 
bv Cana(hi. luul not led to au uuprave- 
ment in Canada's trade. Mr. Fielding's 
outlook on AVest India trade was not 
generally hopeful. 

The Huge Expenditure. 

Having explained away the increase of 
expi'nditure, Mi-. Fielding told how hard 
it -svas to cut down the outlay in view 
of tlie strong demand for local ap,iro- 
pria lions. The growth of commerce had 
lieen sixly-six million dollars In: two 
years, which was nine millions more than 
I hi.' total increase for the previous eigh- 
teen years. The mineral proiluction had 
doubled since ,lSi).'{ and increased 33 
per cent, last year. Tlie comparison was 
carried into tlie savings bank deposits, 
note circulation, insurance, record of 
failures, clearing house returns, rail- 
ways, and street railways. 

Mr. Fielding then went on to dofc.id 
tlie increased and growing expenditure 
of the presi'iit administration. lie argu- 
ed that it the late government hail re- 
mained in power tlu? expenditures would 
have been mucii larger than tliey had 
been in previous years, and pcrh;ips 
larger than the amount spent by this 
ministry. He went into elaborate cal- 
culations to show what Mr. Foster would 
have spent this year if he -svere in iio.ver. 
He lignred this out to about :i;!)()0,000 
mori' than the amount actualy expended. 

It(^ was ftlad to be able to say that by 
i-ecent United States regulations Krit- 
i.sh and foreign ships wcnild be allowed 
to trade between I'orto Ilico and the 
United States. 

Nine-Tenths of N. P. 

lie alllnncd that the national policy 
had not been continued. Re read lists 
of articles jilaced on the free list for- 
merly duliabh; and those liihich duty had 
been reduced. 

After dinner Mr. Fielding resumed tlic 
defence of his tariff, making ealeulatLO,is 
to show that the average rate of duty 
had been reduced from 20 to 17 per cent.

iii'v.i/ 1 . Preference No Good. 
Itlxvas.triio that our imports from liri- 
tatoThttd not increased, but Mr. Fielding 
explained tliat.dnij-jreason was that Brit- 
ish manufacturcra ..were so busv aud 
prosperous that they did , not take i.he 
trouble to exploit new markets. But the 
situation would have been worse if the 
tariff reduction had not taken place 
and If the prerereiice had been with- 
held. As to the question of a return 
prelereiice hy Great Britain in favor of 
Canadian _ good.s, Mr. Fielding would 
not set his face against such a policy. 
He could see a great advantage in it. it 
might come about, but when it did the 
change would lie in consequence of tlie 
lirst stc]) taken two years ago bv this 
govenimeal. If flicre was now no pre- 
fei-eiice on tlu. British statnle book such 
a prefi^renco for Canada now existed in 
the liearia of the British people. 
No Tariff Changes. 
Mr. Fielding proceeded to state that 
lie liad no tariff changes to propose, not 
even in the oil duty. As to oil, however, 
It was proposed to abolish all the re- 
strictions on the manner of incoriiora- 
tiou except those necessary fur safety. 
Healers would be allowed to import in 
tank cars, tank vessels, barrels or tin 
ciiiis. luspectioii fees wouJd he abolish- 
ed. .Steps would be taken to impose 
penalties for the sale of oil 'that was 
not up to standanl and beyond that no 
trouble would be given. 

"AVe do not prnijosc to change or re- 
duce the tJirilT," said Mr. Fielding. "I 
admit that it is not perfect, but there 
:ire reasons why it should not be dis- 
turbed." 

Tlie lirst reason wa.s that tariR' stabil- 
ity was necessary to keep business 
steady. 

Second, it was only nine mouths ago 
that the full preferenco had come into 
force and therefore the tariff conditions 
were couipartively new. 

Third, it was not advisable to make 
tariff" changes while negotiations with 
the United States were in progress. 
__Speaklng of these negotiations, Air. 
Fielding : said Canadians were not as 
anxious- for- reciprocity as they were two 
years/'agoli - Freer' trade, relations would 
always , be dcsirahle but iCii uadi.ms were 
never so well able asiDow to do without. 
The negotiations would* be resumed. If 
they failed Canada .would go 6a her pres- 
ent course with firmness and self reli- 
ance. The general foeling.i:was that 
(Canada would have a fair tr^tar.oC'Bonc 
at all. - 

In conclusion the finance minister ut- 
tered <i note of warning. This -was a 
time of great prosperity, hut the pon- 
dulnm' might soon swing the other way. 
Not every yeiir was a finance minister 
abl(! to make such a showing as he had 
ie to-day. ■\Vt. could not always have 
good crops and good prices. If people 
would take a word of advice they would 
not clap on too much sail, so that when 
the check came they would be able t.O 
maintain Canada's positioin as the great- 
est colony of the greatest empire in the 
world. Mr. Fielding closed at 9:.'30, hav- 
ing spoken three hours and a li.-ilf and 
Air. Foster moved the adjournment of 
the debate.

All the circumstances pointed to acci- 
dental death, and so the provincial 
police decided that uo inquest was at all 
necessary. The burial of tho victim 
of the accident was ordered, aud the 
undertaker was reiiucsted to proceed 
with the interment. lie of course could 
not discharge his duty Mithout a burial 
permit, and a burial permit could only 
be issued upon a mwlical practitioner 
certifying to the ea\ise of death. Btit 
the medical men said it was plainly acci- 
dental death— and therefore a case for 
the coroner. And the coroner, with the 
Attorney-General's famous ukase before 
his eyes— tliat no inriuest should be held 
unless there was reason to suspect foul 
play, could not certify to a death by 
accident (wlilch under tho Coronei-s act 
could JiciJ)o done without an inquest) or 
bold an inquest unless by Instruction of 
the Attorncy-Gencrars department. And 
so yesterday Deiiuty Attorney-General 
McLean issued his order for an inquest, 
and six good men and true solemnly 
heard the evidence and found a verdict 
"in a(.'c()r(liince witli the facts" tliat tlie 
Cliinaiiiiiii (.'anie to his dentil through a 
tri'c falling U|)ini him.

Goods in England But 
Declined It. 



Visionary Idealist Proves Un- 
. equal to Grasplng^^a |Sub- 
stantial Advantage. 



Ottawa, April 2C.— Thef most import- 
aat IsBue ; before^ .-the;; ; people of 
Ottuada during' the Idst seVeii days is 
Mr. McNeil's notice o£ motion of a 
it'Bolutiuu wliicU reads as I'oUows: "Xhat 
in Miircu, IbUO, tUe Kiglit Uouoraule 
Joseim UliamueriuilD, Secietury of Siaie 
ror tiic colonies, suggesieU mat Unties 
lavoriug tUe colouies sUoalU be Jml)Ose^J 
by ibe UuiteU IviiigUoni. upon her nn- 
I'orteU foreign produce, provided the col- 
ouiea wouia in return muUe large pre- 
fereutiux . cuucesBious iu favor of uie 
UuiteU Kiugdom; aua he askeu the col- 
onjea' t'p- better the offer they hiia i)ii>- 
vioUBly; made. 

Thai iu June, 1800, Mr. Ohamberluiu 
said he found the germa of a BU.tisfauto.'y 
propuHui lor such pccicrcuiiui traue 
witnin tlie einpire, m a resolution passcU 
that jeur by tue Toronto Board of TraJe 
Tliat, on the IStU o£ June, 18'J(', in 
•the presence of the pi*ime minister of 
Ouuacia tne Duke of Devonshire, a for- 
mer leader of Uie liberal party .m hJug- 
laud. Baid (while declaring himself still 
a free trncler) that "virtues were given 
to free trade which it did not possess, 
imd resuus were predicted wliicli nave 
not followed: that " its speedy uuiversiU 
adoi)ti'oii nil over the woild was pro- 
phesied, and tliat prophesy has been fal- 
Bllicd;" that " the thlcii and thin aduui- 
ers and believers ni the Manchester 
school seek to persuade us that aliliuugh 
that prophesy lias not been fuUilled, it 
was the best thing for us that we should 
l)e the only free trading country in 'he 
world." that '•very lew disciples of free 
trade of liny years ago, would have ht*- 
iieved that L'raiice and Geiuiaiiy would 
have been carrying on eiiornious trade 
under atiictly pi'otectivo condilions"; 
tliat "tile world has not become the 
commercial paradise thai was predicted 
in tlie early days of free trade oi)iniuii;" 
tliat "we have since learned by pain- 
ful experience thai no old or new mar- 
kets are being iluowu oi)en to us by the 
inlluence of free trade alone;" that "if 
we want to provide for the increasing 
conimeice winch is necessary for the sup- 
port of our increasing population, we 
must lind these markets for ourselves;" 
and that "colonial expansion and con- 
solidation are essential to the mainten- 
ance of our continued prosperity." 

That the siieech in which the Uuke of 
Devonsliire gave utterance to these views 
wa.s regarded iu lingland as a forshad- 
owing of the ndoptiou by Lord Salis- 
, bury's government of the proposals above 
referred to, made by Mr. (Jhamberlain 
in March, 181)0. , 

That, in his interview with the col- 
onial premiers during the jubilee cele- 
bration in 1897,- the colonial - secretary 
said't' "In the meanwhile however I m.iy 
8ay >thlat I note a tesolutlon that appears 
to have been passed unanimously at a 
..meeting of the premiers in Hobart, in 
which the desire was expressed for Ji 
closer commeicial arrangements with the 
empire and 1 think it w:as suggested that 
acoiumission of inquiry should be created 
in order to see in what way practical 
effect might be given to the aspiration. 
If that be the case, and if it were 
■thought that at the present time you 
were not prepared to go beyond inquiry 
if it were the wi.sh of the otlier colonics, 
of Canada and of the Soutli African 
colonies, to join in such an inquiry, ller 
Majesty's government would be delighl- 
i:d to make arrangements for the pui-- 
l)ose, and to accept any sugge.stion as to 
the form of tlie reference and the ch.ir- 
acter and constitution of Uie commission, 
and would viTy gladly take part in it. 

Tlnit, ill JVIarch, 1898, Mr. Chamber- 
lain once more returned to the subject oC 
tills great British policy, and said he 
thought ho had convinced the- colonies 
that the iini>erial authorities were ready 
Id iiieot tlieni more than lialf way in any 
Jiroposnl they might make for closer 
union; that the imperial authorities 
would not be deterred either by economic 
liedaiitrios of seHisliiu-ss from giving 
favorable consideration to any such pro- 
posals anil that he did not think the 
iOnglish people would keep a strict ac- 
count of prolit and loss, or wisli to be as- 
sured of present pecuniary gain, but 
•would look and look wisely, to the fu- 
;ture for their reward.' 

And This house regrets that the gov- 
icrament has hot (in response to theiH; ir:^ 
pcated advances by tlie imperial fl.uth.ir- 
iities) imade any attempt to seonre for the 
.produce of Canada, that preferential 
.treatment in the markets of the United 
Kingdom wliich would be of sucJi In- 
estiinabl(> A-alue to the faniii'i's. ami 
otlier l)roilticers of Canada iconiiieting 
against foreign rivals in the markets of 
llie Uniteil Kingdom) wonlil set in mo- 
lioii a great tide of iinuiigniliou to our 
shores, people the vast wheal Jireas of 
the 'Qnnadian Northwest, enhance farm 
values ;iii the older provinces, promote 
the unity of the oraplro, and speeially de- 
liver it from dangerous depeiulonce u]>- 
on a foreign food supply." 

This resolution is no new thing, but it 
is the .great policy of the future, the 
lirst plank in the piatforiu of the C<onser- 
viitive parly of Canada, the Kubstini- 
live policy of the present opposition. The 
Ijiberal parliy has become notorious for n 
want of delinile polii^y. Tin,' Liberals 
are wearei\s of other people's clotlies. 
which they .iiilopt an alter to .suit the 
e.vigen<-ies of their own figures and of 
tlie times, lint the original measures, tlie 
new dPTWii-tiires, have always come since 
Sir .7ohn Macdonalil's day, from Sir 
.Tohii Maodonald's party, and never in 
llie history ni' Oaniida. nr the colonies 
has R more broailniiniled statesman-like 
policy bo<'u *!volv,<!d than the one fori>- 



shailowed iu Mr. McNeil's resolution. 

It is what Sir Wilfrid Laurier led ns 
to believe that ho had in view; it is ex- 
actly what he had not iu view; it is ilie 
policy tor which the Mother Country is 
prepared to sacrilice present lin.iucial 
interests for the sake of greater liiiancial 
and imperial interests la the future, and 
it is above all the only policy under 
which the Dominion can hope to people 
its vast areas with Anglo-Saxons, and 
develop its resources us only Anglo 
Su.Kons can develop them. 

The present writer had an opportunity 
upon the 21lh instant of testing in some 
measure the feeling of the people upon 
this question. On that date, a banquet 
was given by the St. G^iorge's Society 
and the Sons of Knghind united, at 
which certain prominent politicians in 
eluding Sir Mackenzie Bowell and Mr. 
Dobell were present. ■ . , 

By the courtesy of our eastern breth- 
ren, your correspondent was) invited to 
respond to the toast of the evening, and 
in the course bi his speech, pointed.'out, 
that if Bhglishmen hud the widening' of 
lOugland' at heart, if they were- in'dced 
anxious to asist iu building up a greater 
British nation iu Canada, it was essen- 
tial that they should support to the ut- 
most any measure which wouid make 
Canada supremely attractive to men of 
(Vnglo-Saxon race, a country in which 
ail produce raised would lind a sale upon 
preferential terms iu the greatest market 
of the world, their own national home 
market. 

There i.'an have been no doubt as to 
the meauing of the response to this sen- 
timent. 

\\'e have recently been importing into 
Manitoba, especially, men of many na- 
tionalites; Mennoniles, (imporUHl under 
tlie last government) Doukhobors, Gal- 
liciaiis, Finns, and il is said we are now 
to have Huns. 

Mr. Dobell in answering in some niea 
sure your correspondent's content ijn 
said that Canada was largo enough to 
absorb all the strange nations we could 
bring into her, that the stock would b 
improved by the new strains, and that 
tiie produce would be Anglo-Saxon, that 
element would so predoniuiate as to pre 
vail, and that moreover Kngland had 
been built up iu the same wuy of all 
manner of men. 

This may soand alL right when men 
have well dined; \but it w^ou't bear ex- 
amination. ■ The larger may absorb tin 
smaller,, and If the proportion of Eiigli.sh 
to foreigners be very large, it is likely 
enough that in a few generations the 
foreigners will disappear and leave no 
trace, but in- Manitoba to-day it is al 
leged that fifty per cent, of the popiila 
liuu is foreign. It can hardly he ex 
pected that one half will disappear and 
leave no trace, neither can it be contend- 
ed that anything remotely approaching 
this state of tilings ever existed in the 
Old Country. 

Tlie lOiiglish breed was druwu from na- 
tion.s neighboring and akin to each other, 
and since the Englisli became a race, no 
large body of foreigners has ever been 
incorporated with it. "Waifs and strays 
here and there are sucked in, and ilis- 
apiiear; the army has its contingents of 
Indians and Soudanese (as Geiier:il 
llutton pointed out) and these are in 
every sense British soldiers, but they 
do not mingle blood with, nor are thi-y 
an integral part of, the I'Jnglisli race. 

To m.ike a nation you want cert.un 
unities, unity of color, of c eed, of 



speech, of history, and of custi.. is, and 
without tliese it is doubtful i; .i great 
uatioa can he made. 

I will not dwell too long on : lis sub- 
ject, but I must point out thii already 
there is a distinct murmur ji;j.i.nst the 
Siftdniun importations. It i alleged 
against the Chinese that living at far 
less cost thon the whites, they can ruin 
the white laborer, by under-bidding him 
iu tlie labor market, and live. The same 
allegation ,is made against the Doukho- 
bors. Dirt is charged against the C!hi- 
nese. In common honesty does auyono 
think that a Gallician will compare for 
cleanliness with a Cliinainan'i' We want, 
especially just now, to increase the mili- 
tary strength''of Canada in order th.it 
she may bear her just proportion in the 
responsibilities of empire, and lioth ijar- 
lies lire unanimous in their desire lu 
vote [lublic moneys for that end. 

The estimates this week contiiiii an 
appropriation of .'j;iOU.OUO for the better 
equipnienl and trainiiig of our militia, 
and at the same monieiit the ministi>r of 
the interior is lilliiig up mir country 
with men who have been driven from 
their own countries because they refuse 
to hear arms for tlieir defence. 

The Mennoniles are, I believe, thrifty 
settlers but they weriv kickeil out of 
L'russia tirst, and then out of Kussia. 
because they would not light. The lend- 
ing tenet of the Doukhoh()rs is "Thou 
shall not kill" and tliough they keep 
arms apparently to protect their own jiri- 
vate pro|)erty, tliey llatly refuse to bear 
arms for their countr.v, and besides tench 
thai the highest virtue is so to abstain, 
that llieir women may not bear children 
for llie mother land. Does our young 
countr.v w.'iiil people who will bej.r 
neither arms nor children 

Again, look ,at the papers and see what 
ju'oportion thi^ icrime of the new set- 
tler hears to the crime of the other in- 
habitants. Murders by Doukhobors and 
Finns are becoming as fu'uiliar as negro 
lynching in the .Sour'^em States, and a 
short time ago an action was brought by 
one of our importations agaiust a-fellow 
foreigner for obtaining mone.v under 
false proteiK.'es, the false pretences be- 
ing thai Ivan would sell his wife to 
Stoi)aii, hut when the money had been 
pi'id lie failed to make delivery of the 
lad.v. 

Of dilTerenl .stock, of diftorent creed, 
of difCerent history, of diU'ereiit tradi- 
tions, dilTerent from us on the surface, 
and core througli, these men never •;aii. 
and never will make a British nalioii. 
and the question for Canada is, does 
.she want to become the Mixcn of the 
■world, the mother of a mongrel litter, or 
the nursery for a Greater I?ritaiii'? 

(Jn the answer to this question will de- 
pend largely the support wliich she Kiv:?s 
to .Air. McNeil's resolution for creating 
a condition of alTairR wliich will draw to 
lier, her own kin. instead of tliose people 
which no other country will have at an.v 
price. 

The debasing of the whites, and the 
murder of the negroes in the South of 
llie iStates. -should tve some warning to 
our iieoplc of the dangers attendant

But perhaps, some one will ask whovo 
is the dilTereuce between the present 
preferential turifl; of the Liberal party 
and that proposed by the ConservativesV

ures, what a. failure as to results? But 
1 believe in giving to the people" who have 
the votes, u plain answer, so definite 
that it can be understood at a glanie, 
and can have only one meaaing.

By the Conserva- 
tive system, we promise to give, and 
get as good a.-i we give; and in doing so 
make our country the mo.st prolitable, 
and attractive place on earth, to Eng- 
lish settlers, and bind by the strongest 
ties or sentiment and self interest the 
greatest colony to the mother country. 

Is not that a policy, worthy of tiic 
party of dear old Sir John; is it not a 
policy worth living to promote, worth 
dying to establish? 

To the young nicu of the West I say 
unhositaliiigly that it they wish well of 
Canada, if they would see iier becniiie 
real, and grow great witli lier, if they 
love England and are proud of their 
race, this policy foreshadowed by Mr. 
McXoil's resolution should be adopted 
by them ns their gospel. 

W(? have had enough in Cannda of 
party politics, of ■ petty jealousies 
amongst self seeking little men, of brih- 
er.r and corruption, and coercion, of .a 
civil service debauched and debili- 
tated, b.v such iiiiquitiea as t!ic spoils 
system, and the miinipuhition of "stilu- 
tory iiicreasi's," coiideiniied by Messrs. 
Foster and Borden on April 2li. 

lii'i us have an ouil to these things and 
welcome as it deserves a greut policy 
worthy of ii great nation, wdiich will give 
to Caii.'ula the settlers she' needs, the 
prosperity she deserves- and the ever- 
lasting honor of having been the colo'iy 
which laid the foiindatioii stone of that 
greatness of (ircntev Britain which will 
soiiK^ day fill the world. 

M'e are not all Conservatives. There 
are some of ns who wou'd like to say 
in till' words of one of the great dames 
of the Dominion "that <nir party is com- 
posed of till' l)i"ii lurii 1)11 borli sides of 
the house," niul to men of this way of 
thinking I would say that this policy of 
preferential trmle is in the spirit of those 
promises which Sir Wilfrid Laaiier 
made, to obtain power, and broke, as 
soon as he had obt;iiiied it. 

^^'ilen ihe silver-tongued I'lvinior has 
fallen and a countiy which loves his 
graces has written over his ruins "Built 
by Tarte, A.D. LSOO, ruined bv Sifton, 
A.D. 1S90, iinil buried by Maxwell ut 
Deatlman's island, Vancouver, iu the 
same year," it will remember ivith re- 
gret that .big weaknesses marred his 
charm from the very first; thiit whereas 
lie iilodged himself on platform after 
platform lb- 1806 to do this utmost to se- 
cure for Canada a preference over for- 
eign produce, _ia the markets of the 
United Kingdom; that whereas he vow- 
ed that he was "as much in favor of pre- 
ferential trade as Sir Charles Tapper," 
and, that "he hud jumped at il ns so-jii 
IS lie had lieard of it," ho nevertheless 
no sooner stood face to face with Eng- 
land ill a white beat of love, ready to 
anything to her children, tlinii he 
turned round and threw ih" whole 
weight of the Dominion ayaiiist that 
ry policy which the Domiuiini bad sent 
him tlieri! to represent. 

It is rubbish of course to talk of Sir 
Wilfrid having been bought by a Cub-

This resoluliun of McNeil's is oC such 
importance that I might well he forgiven 
if I said nothing of any oUier in this 
letter, but I must refer, however hrielly, 
to a debate on the statutory iacrcaaes, 
which pa'infuUy illustrates the gross un- 
fairness' of tlie political system under 
which w*' live, aiid the improper use ot 
power by those in office. 

Under the Oivil Service iict, clerks en- 
tering the ser\'ice arc entitled to a stat- 
utory increase of ?50 per annum. 'I'liat 
was the legal contract which tliny made 
with the gon'riiinont when they !,old 
their services to the public Witliont any 
misconduct proved or alleged in the part 
of the clerks the government has chosen 
to break this contraet, and tell the clerks 
in plain words "we won't give you the 
innual increase which was one of tlie 
terms of your hiring, and if yon dure 
even to tr.v to briii^ liiflueiu-e to boir 
to obtain it, -we will kick .vmi out." 

If this were all this would be bad 
enongli. Wlmt would the courts Kiiy if 
I hired a gardener oa similar terms and 
iiiMled him a.s the government has treat- 
ed the sons of a l.'irge luiiiiber of excel- 
leiil native born Canadians'^ But it is 
not all.

A searching inquiry into tlie history of 
the favored one wonhl be interesting, 
but in nny ease this alirogatioii of the 
law of the land and substitution for it 
of the autocratic will of a political jiiirty 
is undoubtedly as Mr. McNeil said, ".i 
crying scandnl' 'niid one .which must do 
much to further weaken that greatest i>r 
til"' innciiiiies of slnte, the civil servic*'.

AS A DISTRIBUTING 
POINT. 



Olio of the stroiij; arfe'uinouls ui favor 
of ;i direct i-aihviij- sorvicc from Victoria 
to the Aliiiuliiiid ia tliat it will promote 
the interests of this city us a distribiitint' 
poiut. The growth and progress of 
goutheru British Columbia are stcady 
and rapid, niii'kiut; the present no test 
for tlio future internal coininerco that 
will be curried ou. TIic couiputition of 
Uastern wholesalers must always bo 
Tcckoutid on, to 9.. greater or less extent, 
but Victoria's merchants have already 
demonstrated tlieir ability to hold their 
own with them, notwithstanding' the 
handicap of an interrupted means of com 
munication. To maintain the position 
which the city has gained and to In 
crease ita hold upon the trade of the in 
terior at least in proportion to the in- 
crease of that trade, it is necessary to 
have better communication with the 
Mainland than can be afforded by such 
steamers . as now, or as hare at any 
time been ' in iiise here. What Victoria 
merchants reijuire is a train at their 
door, wliich will convey their goods with- 
out change of cars to any part of the 
I'rovince reached by rail. 

"Without desiring to detract in the 
least from any other seheme that bus 
been or may be proposed, it may be fair- 
iy clauned that the interests of the city 
as a distributing,' point will be belter 
st.TYcd hy a (;onneijtion with Vancouver 
than 111 any oilier way. f^'^m jx-'ople 
contend that the best plan Would bo to 
build to some point outside of Vancouver, 
say at English Bluff, and there provlilo 
connection with the Canadian Pacific, 
the Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific, This looks altraetive, but we 
submit that it is not a iTiisinc.'ss ])roposa!. 
Men are not goinj; to i)ut money into the 
maintenance of a ferry service, even if it 
were given to them for n{)thing, that does 
not connect with aiiytliiiig. They will 
seek such a tormiiuil as is in a posilidii 
already to give business- Moreover, there 
is no reason to suppose that Vancouver 
will not furnish all the connection with 
the continentaJ railways that can be 
looked for at any other point on the Brit- 
ish seaboard. The Cauadiau Pacific must 
be recognized as the chief factor in trans- 
portation in Southern British Columbia, 
and the effort of the p(wple of Victoria 
ought to be to establish siu.-li eonneelioii 
with that line as will iiiiike Ihis city its 
actual terminus. When other transconti- 
nental railways seek to utilize such a 
connection doubtless there will readily 
be found a means of giving it to them. 
AVe must connect with some railway, no 
matter where the proposed feriy termi- 
nates. 

The heiieflts likely to airerue to Victoi ia 
from haviug its facilities as a disUibut 
ing point improved are more immediate 
than liiose which %vill follow from placing 
it in the forefront as a comiieting ler 
miiiiil puiiU foi n; i r.MiiiiUTee, and be 
ing more immediate lliey appeal to busi- 
ness men more directly. They will not 
be nearly so Important, in the long run, 
but oven with respect to the latter, there 
is no comparison between a connection 
with the t'aiiadian railway systeiu and 
any otlu>r that can he Miiggested. 

In view of the growing trade of tlie 
North -Bueh a connection ivlll be of the 
greatest value. It will place the' city 
upon precis(.'ly the same footing as Van- 
couver. In the mailer of freight and 
passenger rates from the East, it is so 
situated; now, but the break necessajy for 
a transfer ftrbm a train to the steamer is 
u handicap, which everyone recofruizes. 
Tliis will be wholly removed when Uio 
train, instead of stopping at Vancouver, 
continues on its course across the Gulf 
and thence ou to Victoria. Our city 
■will then be both the terminus of the 
transcontinental railway and the start- 
ing point of the Northern steamship ser- 
vice, which will be a matter of material 
sulvantoge in securing business. WLen 



we secure railway extension to the 
north end of the island Uiis advantage 
will be even greater. 



IT IS rUBI.IO BUSINESS, 

Mr. .To.sepli Martin, Attorney-General 
of British Columbia, has been good 
enougli to inform Colonist readers that 
it is none of tlieir business whether lie 
continues to act as Mr. Ludgato's counse-l 
in the Deadman's island affair, or if lu.' 
intends to resign liis position as Attorney- 
CJeneral. He makes lliis statement with 
characteristic protaaity- Mr. Martiu's 
replies were given to a Colonist reporter, 
but he know perfectly well that the rt>- 
porter did not ask out of curiosity, and 
that tlie iiiforiiuitioii was sought for that 
portion of tlie publii; which reads the 
Oolouiat We submit that the niatterst re- 
ferred to are very much the tiusihesp of 
the Colonist and the Colonist readers. 
.Mr. Martin is their hired man. He is 
paid a certain salary to attend to the 
publiQ business in tlie capacity of cliief 
advisor of the Lieutenant GoTcrnor, and 
the readers of tlie Colonist ore among bis 
paymasters. ■ ' 

Owing to iiction taken by the Govern- 
ment, of which -Mr. Martin is a nLCiu- 
ber, II nuestion has arisen between thut 
government and Mr. Martin's private cli- 
ent, Mr. Ijudgate. It is very natural 
that the public should desire to know it 
ho projioses to oppose the claim whieli his 
colleagues have advanced ou behalf of 
the province. We have made it as suf- 
ficiently plain that we raal;e no oxcoptiou 
to an altorney-geaeral acce[>liug a re- 
tainer from a private client on private 
business. The tenure »t' ollice in Can- 
ada is iKit so secure that a lawyer ouglit 
to be asked to surrender his private cli- 
entage wheu accepting' a portfolio. But 
the case of Air. Ludgate is not a private 
one. It is not a case between private 
citizens, in which tliere could be no reas- 
on to suppose the province would be con- 
ei'rued. On tlie contrary, it is a case in 
\vhlch tlio Poderai Govenimont and a 
provincial municipality were conceriu'<l 
on the very face of facts. It was a case 
where there was alaKJMt" certain from the 
very outset to l)e a cunfllct, which niiylit 
call for the interveiilion of the Crown 
olllcers of this province. A lialf hour's 
investigation would have shown Mr. Mar- 
tin that the iirovinoe had a possible in- 
terest in the island. Under such eircuin- 
slances his acceptance of a retainer from 
-Mr. Ludgate cannot be justified by the 
most lenient view of ofBcial responsibil- 
ity. 

Surely uiulei- siieli coadilions the pub- 
lic has a right to be informed Mr. 
.Martin's intentions. Surely tlie province 
has a right to know if its attoriiey-gon- 
oral proposes to resist its claims as be 
has resisted the claims of the city of 
Vancouver. Surely it is right for llio 
public to bo infoniied if their attoriioy- 
geiienil, having iiicapaciUited himself 
from acting for the province, pjoposes' to 
continue to hold ofHce. Yet Mr. Martin 
refuses the information, and refuses it 
in a profane and vulgar niuiiner. 

The language employed by Mr. Martin 
is nn additional illustrution of his utter 
uiilitness for official position of any 
kind. Kor a public ofUcial to give such 
a reiily to a public Journal on a public 
question is to write liiniseif ijowii a 
rufUan. It is in perfi'ct keepliiL' M'ith 
his attack upon Mr. Price ItiUisou bint 
winter, and shows him to be unlit for 
intercourse with gentlemen, idtiiougli 
\ve regret to say that this is no late dis- 
covery.

Following is the discussion on^ the 
question raised in the Senate by Sena- 
tor Miicdouald, of this city, demanding 
fair treatment for British Columbia at 
the hands of the Dominion governraeut: 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald rose to call at- 
tention to the increasing commerce and 
revenue o£ Britisli' Columbia as sot 
forth in the following comparative 
statement taken from the Trade and 
Navigation returns for the year ending 
June 30, 1808, and aslc If the govern- 
ment intend making un expenditure this 
year on necessary public works, com- 
mensurate to the needs of the country 
and to the large revenue produced; and 
whether It is the intention to give tliat 
province such representation in the gov- 
eroment of the Dominion as it is justly 
entitled to from its geographical position 
and its expanding commercial import- 
ance:

It is not possible, taldng human nature 
into accnnnf, that a provinc'c no un- 
represented will vei'eive r.'iir and 
adequate treatment, or its iejiitimate 
riglits, the rights of a revenut^producing 
province to a fair share of public e.vix^n- 
diturc. 1'lie right of rcprosqnlation in 
the government of llie country is denied 
to British Columbia because our Voting 
power is not strong enough to insist on 
our righlH; but a just and benign gov- 
ernment shotilil not Iceep a progressive 
province uuder a great disadvantage. 
The three maritime provinces oa the 
Atlantic coast have; four niinisterH in 
the cabinet, and the volume of com- 
merce,, and the. revenue ooutributed by 
tbbise; provinces are not larger than thtit 
of IBritish Oolumbla, with not even one 
miijjster.;; I believe I am correct in 
stating: that the revenue of British Col- 
umbia witii a population of 150,000, for 
the year 1898, is equal to that of Nov.t 
Scotia and Now Brunswick, with a popu- 
lation of about 700,000. I will be told 
in this connection that these i provinces 
import Jnrgely duty-paid ,;^;gobd»S from 
Quebec and Ontario. So does Britinh 
Columbia; to ' what extent I do not 
know,, I; have placed a comparntlve 
statement on the order paper, lui being 
the most accurate , wnjf,.,of^;;,Mriowing 
»vhat progress we have madel'*;' V^? 
.7jbe honorable gcntlomien' who were ju 



this, house at the time tJie province en- 
tered the federation, and are still here, 
will, I. am sure, feel gratified at the con- 
tinuous upward strides we, have made. 
At that time our imports' and ' exports 
and revenue were insignificant: " To-day 
wo .stand in the proud position of being 
third in commercial importance, and as 
a revonuc-proiliicing province. The mem 
bers of the government should feel 
gratified at this position, and also 
sliould feel that any encouragement 
given this province will be repaid ten- 
fold. In asking for public expenditure 
1 may be told we gave ."53,000,000 to 
build the Crow's Nest Pass railway. 
That road is partly in the Northwest, 
;uid as nnicli for the whole Dominion 
as for British Columbia. Tlie share of 
British Cohnnbia of the three millions 
Crow's Nest railway grant is about 
i?00,000. Estimating our population at 
l.^O.OOO, the annual interest would be 
■'?.'>, 150. It is also said and tliought by 
some persons tlnit the cost of building 
the Camnlian Pacilic railway throiigli 
British Columbia might fairly be charged 
to tliat iirovince, but such an idea is 
ontireJy fallacious. That railway is a 
national and intcrprovincial work for 
the benolit of the whole Dominion. 
lOstinuUing the cost of this work to be 
hfty-six millions, the cost per bond of 
the po])nlalion woidd bo .'511.20, and to 
the 15t),(J0U population of Britisli Cohini- 
biii the cai)ital would bo 5:i,()S0,000, and 
the annual interest would bo .fOSiSOO. 
The total amount cliargcabl" to us for 
these two railways is .'jSlil.O.^O for inter- 
est. Honorable gentlemen will see that 
these amounts, taken together, are smiill 
compared with our contributions to tlie 
Dominion treasury. 

Mr. IMacdonald then put his (luostion. 

Hon. Mr. Boulton — The question that 
my honorable colleague from British 
Columbia has brouglit before the liouse 
is one, I think, of considerable import- 
ance, and one 1 should not like to let 
pass without expressing my views upon 
it. British Columbia is a port of ex- 
port 'to the outside world in tlie way 
that Quebec is, or any of our ports are. 
Now, the province of Manitoba is an 
inland province, and cannot show ex- 
ports and imports to the same extent, or 
from the same standpoint. That is a 
question that is often brought up, and 
has never been fairly discussed. Tlie 
government do not wish to. tackle it, 
but the evidence of prosperity that the 
honorable member from British Colum- 
bia brought before this house is a mut- 
ter of very great congratulation indeeil. 
It is a matter of very great congratula- 
tion indeed that they liave so increased. 
His complaint that the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia has not a representative 
in the cabinet is, uuder our system of 
government, hardly a proper one, be- 
cause I do not see how we can alter the 
system of rejjresontation by population. 
AVhile these revenues have increased in 
the way shown, the population is only 
small in proportion to the rest of Can- 
ada. Our western population is now, I 
suppose, taking the Northwest Terri- 
tories, Jl.-mitoba and British Columbia, 
close upon half a million of people, and 
naturally, as the population increases in 
those countries, the representation in 
one form or another must necessarily in- 
crease, altliougli 1 see in the province 
of British Columbia that a local law Inis 
been passi'd to exclude a certain class 
of immigration— and it is very question- 
able whether that action lias been a 
wise one or not, or whcllier such exclu- 
sion is constliulioiml from a national 
stuud])oint. ,So fur from desiring to in- 
crease their strength by admitting an 
inilustrial jiopuJation, so far as that law 
is concerned, it is evidence to the con- 
tra rj-. 

Hon. Mr. Mill.s — I have been unable, 
although 1 suppose it is duo to my own 
want of intellectual acuteness, to trace 
tin; coiiiiertioii between the speech of 
tlu; Jionorable member from Marquette 
and the inquiry which the honorable 
genth^nian from British Columbia has 
Iiiit to myself and my colleagues. I 
could not help remembering a funeral 
sermon that 1 heard delivered a gretit 
many years ago that (jccupied a good 
deal more time perhaps than it ought, 
and an old gentleman, who was intensely 
interested in the Oregon (luestion at the 
time pending between the United States 
and (ireat Britain, said " W(! iiave lis- 
tiiiied to this genUenmn for an hour and 
a liiilf t;illcing (r) us most earnestly, and 
he has iml siiid a word about the ques- 
tion in which we are all intiTcsted— t h(! 
Oi-egon ipieslion." Now, my bonurable 
friend has spoken of a subject in which 
I think we are intereslcd, and which 
does not !iii|)peii to br- strictly pi'riilieiit 
to the iiiiestiori which the honorable 
nieijiber from British Columbia brought 
before us for consideration; Init 1 do 
not exactly understand tin,' [losition ol 
the honorable gentleman who is making 
this iiKiuiry, nor do I strieljy see the 
relevancy of the quc^stion and the obser- 
vations which he has addressed to this 
house (jii the present oc(.'asion. .My 
lionorable friend complains that, the 
British Columbia jieopic are not repre- 
sented in the iiresent admiiiistratioii. 
My honorable friend thinks the British 
Columbia government is one in which 
neither the British Columbia people nor 
any others ought to Iiave any contidence. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B. C.)— I did not 
Kay so. 

Hon. Mr. Mills— Why should ho desire 
that Monu^ British Columbia ropresonta- 
tiv<i in parliiiment sliouId have tin; evil 
fortune of being a ini?mber of this ad- 
ministration? My honorable friend does j 
not wish ill to any one, /uid yet if he is 
correct in his viow of the iidniinistratiori. I 
lie certainly i« wi.-^hing Homebody ill [ 
when he desires that a member rotiirno<] ' 
to the House of Commons from British i 
Columbia, or any gentlemnn who sits in ! 
this house on liehalf of that province, 
.should beeonie ii member of the goveni- 
uicnt. My honorable friend does not

Hon. Mr. Boulton— Did not the honor- 
able minister say last year that that 
enterprise was not going to cost the 
country a penny? 

Hon. Mr. Mills— I suppose while it 
woiiM Cdst the country not a penny in 
iiioncy, the boiioi-abli! gentleman would 
not say that the road would be built fur 
nothing. If there was to bo no jniblic 
expenditure upon it, ho would not say 
that the purchase of rails, the work 
done on the truck, the building of em- 
bankments, the employment of labor and 
the consumption of food and clothing 
wifliin tlie province of British Columbia 
did not mean anything to British Ooluin- 
hin. I need say nothing further on that 
i|Ucst!on. My honorable friend who 
luia interrupted me will understand, that 
an expenditure may be one of vast im- 
portance to a country— may be one in- 
volving n iTcry large sum of money in 
outlay, luid yet after all not cost tlio 
public; treasury anything. That was the 
Iiosilion in which llie case to which I 
refer stood. The honorable gontlcman 
says, Why don't you give ropresPntiitioii 
ill the cabinet to British Columbia?

I am sure I 
rejoice, as I hope every lionorable gen- 
tlennin in this bouse does, that Itritish 
Columbia is making rapid progress, that 
it is growing in wealth and population; 
but ni.v honorable fricud has a curious 
way of collating what the benolits are 
that British Columbia has received, and 
I aiu perfecdy sure that he would fiiul 
very few in this house, whether from 
British Columhia or elsewhere, who 
would agree with ihe views he has ex- 
pressed.

'I'lieii niy Iionoruhle friend 
has ivferred to the iinixirls as though 
all the imiiorts landed at Victoria or 
\ ancouver were iiniiorts for consuni])- 
tion at home. :My honorable friend will 
not say that the teas Miiported from 
China and .Taimn. which sire landed at 
Vnnconver and Vi(!toriii to be trans- 
shipiied eastward, are all oonlined to the 
province. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B. C.)-No, Ihey 
do not count at all in our ligun^s Those 
goods go llirough in bond and are not 
entered at the cuh'toms bon.se at all, and 

-(' not taken into account. 

Hon. Mr. Mills— The tonnage the hon- 
orable giMitlemnn give.s is 1,9(2,072 tons. 
Siirol.v the goods imported, whether coii- 
jiiincd in the provinee or brought fur- 
fliei' east, are included in thot tonnage. 



Hon. .Sir Mackenzie Bowell — Tliat is 
simply the loniKigeV 

Hon. Mr. .Mills — V'os. . I may nnikc a 
similar observation n-ilh regard to what 
the hononible geiitleniaii has said M'itb 
reference lo the coirstriielioii of the 
Canadian I'acilic railway. AVhile the 
Canadian I'acilic r.iihvay cosl a great 
deal more ia t.lic' uioniilaiiious country 
than ill the prairie section, its estimated 
value to JJrilisli Columbia and the 
iS'orthwesl Territories and ail other por- 
lioiis of the L>oiiiinion is, oa tlie whole, 
fairly determined by the coat of con- 
struction of each particular portion. 
That may not always measure the pre- 
cisi; value, but it is the only way ycui 
have of cstiiuatiiig with any degree of 
approximation, and 1 think the honor- 
able gentleman will sc(^ Ibnf, allliough 
at the present moim iit Itriiish Cohnnbia 
is not represented in the goveriinieiu, it 
has not been neglected on account of 
that. Britisli Columhia hii.s a nuinbiM- 
of able aud active members supporting 
the present government, who keep tin.' 
administration constantly informed of 
the interests o£ the province. There has 
been a continuous effort to keep in touch 
^vith the people of British Columbia, and 
to ascertain as Car as possible the wants 
of that province, iilid one thins is per- 
il <tly.. certain— that with the i present 
rejire^entatioa from British. Columbia 
supporting the adminlstratioa, that diip- 
iiort would not be long conthiucd if the 
^v:shos of the province were disregordcii. 
It is of con8e<ineiice that the interest ol 
every section of the Dominion should -bu 
carefully considered. All tliat, perlidp.i, 
it would be in the public interosts to ..o 
for the time being cannot he uudcrtakiMi 
because our rovemies and resources o.u 
limited. Those which are of the great- 
est consequeuco, having due regard to 
all portions of the Doimnion, are those 
which must lir.st ho considered, but the 
progress which the honorable geatloinan 
has given ligures to show, bus been so 
grcjit within the pa,';t two years, juid the 
lirogiess is so certain that I have no 
doubt that all the wants of every sec- 
tion of the IJonilnion will at no 'distant 
day be fully considered. AVe have 
drawn to British Columbia a very large 
liopiilation by the variety and wealth of 
her mineral rosoarcej, AVe are liaviiig 
a large population invited to our North- 
west Territories by its iigricultnrnl possi- 
bilities. AVe have a considerable popii: 
lutioii drawn to the older provinces by 
tlio resources in piilpwood and in iigrt- 
cultnro, and I have no doubt whatever,

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— It wtis 
not my intention to tuko imrt in Uils 
discussion, for many reasons.

tributed motives to the huuorable gentle- 
man from Victoria which are not at all 
Justiliable. He insinuated that leeause

from British Columbia, for fear of the 
coutiuuiuatiun which he might receive 
by assoL-iatiun with the honorable gen- 
tleman who made tiiat speecli. It be 
had auy recollection of the iiast history 
of the Senate and the action of rlie 
houorable gentleman from Victoria upou 
the (luestiuu which is now being dis- 
cussed, be would not have attributed to 
hhu such motives. liver since I have 
had the honor of a seat in this house, 
no session was allowed to pass, while 1 
■was in the government, without a de- 
luuud being made by tile honorable gou- 
tleaian who has made this claim for 
represculaUou of the province in tlie 
cabinet of Che country; and when a 
jepreseiitative of British Columbia -was 
selected to osauiue a very respoasible 
position iu the government and given a 
portfolio, the opponents of the then gor- 
erbmeat opposed his re-election when he 
iventVback to the peopled of British Col- 
mubio, for approval.' Mow the honor- 
ahlb . minister of justice has attributed 
the action of his own politibal friend, and 
the course which he pursued, to the 
houorable gentleman who has just deliv- 
ered, his speech and made this motiou- I 
refer now to the gentleman who occupies 
the important position of Ldeut.-6ovcruor 
of ''British Golumbia.

personal knowledge ami from the ropn.- 

aoiitatimiB which had been made, imd 

even from the reports publishcil by (lie 
government— the hon. gentlenmu's report 
in 1874, where he pointed out in the 
map shown in the records that there was 
only about two feet of water in the Sti- 
kme in certain aeiisoiis of the year— that 
that route was useless, and that any 
money expended on i* would be wilfiillv 
wasted under the circmnslances. My 
hon. friend Is extreuu'lv dexterous in 
changing from one point to another. He 
pointed out what the effect of the bond- 
ing system was.

losing remarks. He said, in reply to the 
deaiund made by the senator from Vic- 
toria, that at no distant day all sections 
of the country would receive consideru- 
tio)i. That implies, that they have not 
received that consideration iu the past. 
That la what my hou. friend complains 
of, tbat they have not received tb;it 
consideration in the past either under tlie 
old uilministration or present govern- 
luent, but he has this gratifying rellec- 
tiou, that in future they are going to 
look after the interests of all. Let us 
hope, if they continue to occupy the 
places they now* hold, they will look after 
them, all- alike'../; British Oolumbia is not 
on' a 'parallel . WltK the otherJi'provinces, 
but there are reasons for that. The de- 
velopment of her mineral resources, her 
great wealth, iu fisheries and lumber, 
all tend to the advancement of that 
country, and it is only another evidence 
of tlie wisdom of the late Premier of 
this country. Sir John Macdonnld, in 
luisliing through the construction of the 
Canadian I'acitic railway at almost any 
price. These developments have re- 
sulted, to a very great extent, from the 
farilitius which have been given to get 
into that country, lie says that niy 
boa. friend to my right (Mr. Ferguson) 
would probably not take the same view- 
as to the proposed railway as niy hon. 
friend to my left. The gentlemen in 
Prince ICdward Island who have an in- 
terest in tlie mines of British Columoia, 
and more particularly in the Kootonay 
district— and many of them have invest- 
ed largely in those mines- take just as 
much interest iu the construction of the 
road aad the benefits to bo derived from 
it as my lion, friend doe."!. 

Hon. Mr. Mills— That was not niy 
point at all. Aly hon. friend in speaking 
estimated bow much of the Crow's >i'est 
road might be fairly charged to British 
Columbia, and he was estimating on the 
basis of so much per capita, and I point- 
ed out that V that was not a fair way 
of estimating, because the hon. gentle- 
man from "Prince Edward Island would 
scarcely agree to assume all that ex- 
(lease iu propoi-tioa lO the population. 

lion. Sir Mackonxie Howell— The ques- 
tion is how far the iieople of the Domin- 
ion are interested in the construction of 
that road aud whether the people of 
Prince Edward Islaml are prepared to 
pay their share. A broader view should 
be taken of all these (piestious, and tli.it 
view should bo, what is the result that 
is to. follow from the expenditure of 
money eitlior. ia the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific railway or the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway, or a branch line on 
the^XBlahd. of Pirlnco Edward, and if it 
is for the" benefit of that particular sec- 
tion, und it is also for the benefit of the 
whole Dominion, then, we should be quite 
satisfied each and individually to pay 
our share. That is the position I take iu 
reference to that matter. I do not pro- 
posLJ to continue the debate any further, 
hut I repeat that tlio minister of^justice 
was unfair In attributing to the hon. 
member from Victoria— 
Hon. Mr, Mills— No. 
Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— The hon. 
,'cntlcman may shake his head; it dots

wise head will not chauge the fact— he 
attributed to the hon. member from "N'ic- 
toria that whicli ho was not justified in 
attributing to hiin. My honv friend from 
"\'ictoria was perfectly consistent in what 
he did to-day, as will be seen by looking 
back at his record in the past; and 
whether he has confidence in my lion, 
friend or "whether he thinks the hon. 
gentleman who sits to .his left will be 
contnmiiiatcd by sitting with him, or not, 
is of no consequence; but be believes 
that if the hon. gentleman sitting by 
his side, or any of tli,e gentlemen who 
were elected to the other house, %vore iu 
the cabinet. British Columbia would get 
luore consideration than she does now. 

Hon. Mr. Templeuian — They would 
raise the standard of the government. 

I-Ion. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— I hace 
hoard of raising standards before, and 1 
have heard of raising standards of purity 
but I am not going to be led into a dis- 
cus.sion of that subject just now, but if 
this is a raising of tlie standard, God 
help the future. 

lion. Mr. Mills — I just wish to correct 
one word. My hon. friend from British 
Coliimbin complains there was not any- 
thing of an expenditure there, and be 
claimed that only some .$1,900,000 of the 
Crow's Nest Pass expenditure ought to 
h(> considered as pertaining to British 
Columbia. My hon. friend has evaded 
I lint statement. It was that statement 
I liad in inv mind wliicli 1 wish to cor- 
rect. 

Hnn. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— 1I(! has 
liecn coiniilaiiiing of tliat for years. 
Hon. .\ir. Mills— Of what? 
Hun. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— Of the 
expenditure. 

Hnn. Jlr. ^Mncdoiiald (B.C.)— I was not 
snrjirisecl at the answer given by my 
hon. friend the niinisier of justice. I 
ilid not expect any definite answer, but 
1 (lid e.v-poct that a gentleman in his 
position would not always make' a ])er- 
soaal attack on myself. But the argu- 
ment amounts to this, that because I do 
not KUi)))ort tliv government of the ilay 
I li.'ive not a right to stand up and advo- 
cate the interests of my own province. 
On IhiH occasion I did not say one single 
word against llie government, and as I 
said in reiily a few idinutes ago, I am 
perfectly willing on all occasions, when 
there arc measures, before . the house 



claim representation in tbe cabinet for 
Britisli Columbia. 1 do not expect to bo 
ealliMl into the cabinet, either by this 
government of any other government; 
but there arc supporters of the goveru- 
uient in parliament — men capable of tak- 
ing seats in the cabinet, and I am speak- 
ing tor them and for the province, and 
I should bo perfectly willing to see any 
of those gentlemen called into the cabi- 
net. They would be part of tlie goveru- 
niciit and would look after the interests 
of the province. The hon. minister of 
justice accused the hon. gentleman iCrora 
Sliell Itiver of bringing in extrancojs 
matter, yet he foUoAVS the same course 
himself. He brings in the Yukon rail- 
way project, a matter outside of British 
Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Mills— How much of the 150 
miles was in British Columbia? 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B.C.)— L do -not 
know how much of it; the boundary of 
the province in that direction has yet 
to be determined. The first part of the 
route was in United States territory, al- 
tliongh it is spoken of as an all-Caiui- 
ilian route by the hou. gentleman and his 
friends. It is a Northwest matter, not 
a project In the interest of British Co- 
lumbia. 

Hon. Mr. Mills— The road was to ex- 
tend southward. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B.C.)— Some cf 
us cannot forget being pedagogues and 
bringing up matters extraneous to this 
question. While I am here 1 shall stand 
ui> for my iirovince whelbor I gain any- 
thing by it or not. "Witli all the hon. 
gentleman's anxiety to find fault with 
me, he had to approve of those figures 
set forth in my motion. There is evi- 
dence of what the province has doae, 
whether it receives justice from the gov- 
ernment or not.

A HUNTER'S AWFTJI/ LESSON. 

Mistook Man for Deer Pursued Out of 
Season, but Acquitted of Han- 
slaughter. 

From tho Vernon News. 

The spring court of usslzoa held In Vernon 
was presided over by Mr, Justice Irving, 
and the duties of Judge and Jury ou this 
occasion were conDued to tho consideration 
of tho charge of mnuslaughtor ngalnst 
Edgar B. Tllton, tre youuff man who on 
January 10 sbot and killed Joseph Huntley 
while doer hunting near Mcllvanlo's mlU In 
White V.illoy. 

His L.Drilslilii congratuIatiHl the grand 
jury upon the small calendar of crime pre- 
sented, und Instructed them In their duties. 
They brought In a true bill In the Tllton 
case, and sahseQuently luimlcd up a pre- 
aeutnieiit from which the following is ex- 
tracted: 

'•We beg to Huggcst that grand jurors 
receive renninoratlon for their aervlcoa on 
tlie same scale as petit Jurors, or that grand 
juries be aliollahed. 

"We recommend that the act to prevent 
minors from carrying fltearms bo made to 
apply to all minors under fourteen years, 
by striking out section 7 of the act. 

"Wc further suSBCst that a smull IIcei»; 
be Imposed on all persons carrying lirearms 
(with the exception of free minora)." 

Keplying to'.tbc presentment Ills Lordship 
said that he fully agreed with tho conten- 
tion that grand jurors abould he paid. It 
constituted a gross Injustice to require men 
to leave their occupntloua for aevcrnl days 
and undergo a heavy cipense without com- 
pensation, lie did not believe Hint it would 
lie wise to abolish the grand jury. One o( 
the elTectlve duties pcrformeil by such 
bc^Uea was tho salutary Inspection and re- 
ports furnished regarding public institu- 
tions, whicli, coining from disinterested and 
cuinpctcnt men, naturally carried more 
weight tban the report of a paid official. 
He thought, also, that the suseestlon rc- 
giudlng the use of flrerirms by minors was 
a good one. 

Then the Tllton case came up. Mr. F. 
Bluings conducted the case for the crown, 
aad Mr. A. Macdonald apiicnreil for the 
prisoner. 

The evidener elicited was priictlcnlly the 
Riime as that published lit. the time of 
tile ci)roaer'R iii(|uesl, iiiul may be sainraar- 
Izeil as follows: 

The deceased, .7<i.=;eph ITuntley, arrived at 
tho mill camp one Monday nlj;lit, and ex- 
pressed Ills desire to procure Siiiup venison. 
The following day ho Intciidea to go Iiuat- 
Ing for deer, but did not feel well enough 
to go out, and young Tllton and Shamer- 
liorn started out to try to shoot some 
for him. ■ In their evidence they both ad- 
mitted, that they knew tt° to beucontrary 
to the law to shoot deer nt thft season, 
hut stated that ns Huntley has a free mlii- 
er'a cerllUcato they thought they might 
lawfully kill deer for hlin. Tho two young 
men hunted nearly all day without success. 
They had separated, but on tliolr return 
met near Uobt. Jones' house, about half 
a mill! from the camp. Here Tllton saw 
what he thnuglit was a deer, .thout 100 
years distant, iit a point on the bottom, 
where the mill hands had been In the habit 
<jf watering their horacs. It was getting 
towards dusk— n little after -1 o'cloclc— but 
was not dark t\t the time, He tired a shot, 
Tllton put nnolhcr cartridge Into the rifle, 
and Schaincrhorn told hlin to take a more 
careful aim. He got down, rested his 
rlilo ou bis knee and Urcd again. Ou going 
down to the creek he wos horrified to find 
Huntley Ij ing dend-on the Ice. 

Messrs. Macdonald and liilUngR each made 
short "addresses "toi 'the jury, and tbe judee 
summed up In an Impartial manner, In- 
atruetlng tho Jury that they must find on 
the point as to whether or not. the prisoner 
had used reasonable precaution In shooting. 
1'Iicy were not to consider the question as 
to deer shooting out Of seasoQ, as there 
was no evidence to show that deer had been 
shot. 

The Jury retired, and after nlwut two 
hours reported that tliey coiilil ncit come 
to a decision as to what constituted rcason- 
iible precautions. The judge gave them 
some further Instrnctloun on this point, and 
Iji a few minutes tlioy retnriiod with a 
verdict of acquittal. 

Tills drew forth decided niiplanso' from 
the nudleiice. who evlde.it ly sympntli|-.!ed 
with the unfortunate young man. npd the 
Judge sternly rebuked thin uianlfL'Statlon 
of popular feeling. He said that, considcr- 
lag It was the duty of the Jury to give 
the prisoner the benefit of the doubt, ho 
thought their verdlnt was a proper mie. 
There was no doubt that the careless use 
of iireanuB was too prevalent In this coun- 
try, and If this unfortunate case served to 
"point a moral, or adorn a tale," It would 
not be without Its use, 

Tho jury waa then discbarged and the 
court adjourned.

The value of pcnimlcaii as a food nit Inn 
!s not by any iiiciins coiillncil to excursions 
wlierc laeaiiH of transportation .ire limited. 
Us value has been demonstralod many 
limes on the frontier where fresh moat 
was abundant and easily obtained. 

My attention was flrst called to It hi lSr,,S 
while encamped with some Red river people 
north of ."\liMi.se river In the British North- 
west. These people were In the h'ablt of 
going oat to the buITalo range every spring 
from the Fort Garry settlements and put- 
ting lip fniiH of pomralcau for the winter 
(niilc, anil to supply the northern trading 
IH-.sts. The modo of making It was as fol- 
lows: liufTalo meat was sliced with a 
Icnife ill huge slabs about 1 inch or loss in 
thickness, and susiiendod over franirs for 
drying in the sun. A siiiall lire was built 
niidernonth to icoop ofT tiles until a thin 
glaze was formed on the outside of the 
dried llcsb, which eSectvally. protected It 
from attacks ot ,flles. . ' 'Whca thortraghly 
dried the meat would have shrank to' less 
tiian one-third of its .former" 'thickness. 
Then It was roasted Slightly to make it 
brittle, when it was pOun'ded with flails 
and reduced to fine particles. ' The whole 
was poured intp rawhide sacks and incor< 
poratcd'wlth melted marrow fat. 



AVhcii eiHileil tlie .sacks were stored away 
in a dry pliice anil woiiiil l;eep for years. 
'J'liis was tlic criule iiiocesn used for the 
trade, there being several grailes of this
